act as a "satellite" office for the de- 
partment, which is headquartered in 
Elba. 

It was made clear that the request 
would not effect the headquarters in 
Elba and would not move any ser- 
vices from the offices in Elba, but 
was made solely to provide more 
convenient service to many living 
in Enterprise who were forced to 
drive to Elba. 

Comm. Averett noted that to add 
the five 10 X 12 offices and other 
rooms would cost only an addition- 
al $5,000; however, the other com- 
missioners and the architect agreed 
that such additions would add ap- 
proximately $50-70,000 to the total 
cost of construction. 

The commission told the archi- 
tect to design a building to house 
the health offices to serve the Enter- 
prise division of the county and not 
to include the additional space re- 
quested. 

The new health office for the En- 
terprise division will consist of ap- 
proximately 15,500 square feet and 
take nine months to construct, once 
actual construction begins. The new 
building is to paid for with a por- 
tion of the county's one-cent sales 
tax which has been earmarked for

***was told the county had re- 
ceived $20,000 from the Governor's 
Discretionary Fund for resurfacing 
County Road 48; 

***chose four doctors to be used 
in the filing of workmens compen- 
sation forms . 


cers followed a report from a com- 
mittee of council members John W, 
Sharpless and Bill Brunson. Sharp- 
less gave the report and noted that 
Elba was losing officers to other de- 
partments and the cost of training 
alone would justify pay raises to 
hold trained officers. 

Chief Freddie Hanchey said dur- 
ing the last six or seven years Elba 
had lost 18 certified officers and had 
sent 15 to school at a cost of 
$4,000 or $5,000 each. 

The raise approved by the coun- 
cil puts the starting pay at Step 7 
on the scale rather than the present 
Step 4. This goes into effect for 
the first pay period in 1989 and will 
put patrolmen starting at about 
$7.00 and shift leader’ base begin- 
ning somewhat higher at Step 8. 

Hanchey told council members 
that his department answered 100 
complaints during the past two 
weeks including six traffic accidents 
He noted they issued 25 traffic cita- 
tions with seven DUI charges and 
12 criminal arrests. 

The chief said Elba has been ac- 
cepted into the Southeast Alabama

ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


How were the New Testament 
scriptures circulated among the 
congregations hundreds of years 
before the discovery of modern 
printing methods? 


Bob Prichard 


Because the Lord's church was provided according to the plan of God, God 
inspired men to write the books of the New Testament as a guide for the 
church. Through the guidance of the Holy Spirit, the New Testament writers 
were inspired to accurately record the history of the ministry of Jesus, the 
early years of the church, and God's plan for man. As the apostle Peter 
wrote, "For we have not followed cunningly devised fables, when we made 
known unto you the power and coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, but were 
eyewitnesses to his glory . . . For the prophecy came not in old time by the 
will of man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost (2 Peter 1:16, 21). By giving the church a wirtten guide to follow, 
the Lord provided protection against religious error. As the inspired writings 
were revealed, they were quickly shared among the congregations. 

Since modern printing methods were unknown, it was necessary for men 
to make copies of the scriptures by hand, It is from these thousands of cop- 
ies, known as manuscripts, that we have our modern Bibles. A special grop 
of men, known as the scribes, made their living doing this. Knowledge of 
reading and writing was not universal in the first century. When a person 
needed something written, and did not know how to read and write, he would 
go to a scribe to have it written for him. It was also customary for mer- 
chants to use scribes as needed. The scribes spent much time in making cop- 
ies of the scriptures. They took great care to:make sure that they copied the 
scriptures accurately. In addition to copying the scriptures, they studied the 
law, and thus were called “lawyers” in the New Testament. Because their du- 
ties included studying and interpreting the scriptures, they were often crit- 
cized by Jesus for their rejection of his teachings. They, along with the 
Pharisees, should have been the first to recognize and accept the teachings of 
Christ. 

At the close of his letter to the Colossian church, Paul wrote, "And when 
this epistle is read among you, cause that it be read also in the church of the 
Laodiceans; and that ye likewise read the epistle from Laodicea" (Col. 4:16). 
Thus, a copy of the letter would be made for the church in Laodicea. Paul 
concluded 2 Thessalonians, "The salutation of Paul with mine own hand, 
which is the token in every epistle: so I write" (2 Thess. 3:17), indicating 
that he probably had dictated the letter to another, such as Timothy, and 
only personally wrote a small part. Ancient methods were slow, but God's 
word was shared because Christians loved the Lord and His written word.
